Washington, September 16.—Appro- 
priations for Red Cross sanitary 
units to assist local authorities in 
protecting health about army camps, 
including $14,000 chiefly for eradi- 
cating malaria-bearing mosquitoes 
around Camp Gordon at Atlanta, 
were announced tonight by the 
American Red Cross War Council. 

For general work at Newport 
News $21,000 is provided; $10,000 for 
Chillicothe, Ohio, and $5,000 for 
Aver, Mass. In: all, twelve cities 
have sought such aid from the Red 
Cross and $106,000 has been appro- 
priated for the purpose.

Cobb county, and it is now regarded as 
beyond a doubt that this tract of some 
6.000 acres will be the site where the 
national army men will be trained to 
halidle the American artillery in Eu- 
rope. 

The government, of course, has au- 
thority to condemn this or any other 
site it may deem advisable for use as 
an aftillerv range, but the = success 
which officers have had 4n their ne- 
gotiations with Cobb county farmers 
indicates that the government will find 
mo such course necessary. 

The land owners seem to be co-oper- 
ating readily in meeting the exigen- 
cies of the situation, as outlined to 
them by Major General 
when he inspected this site several 
weeks ago. _ 

Rifle Range Elsewhere. 

It is anticipated now that this site 
will not be used for rifle practice, but 
that a rifle range will be sought else- 
where. No announcement has’ been 
made by the Camp Gordon officials as 
to where such a rifle range will be 
located, if they have any sites under 
consideration. 

A site is later to be decided upon for 
the training of the 82d division in 
trench warfare, but it will probably be 
a week or two before a decision is 
reached in this matter. The Black Jack 
mountain artillery range site has been 
considered as a possible site for train- 
ing in trench warfare, providing there 
is room enough there and conditions 
are suitable, but no definite decision has 
been reached so far. 

It will probably pe a week or two 
before a site is decided upon for the 
trench work, since a month or more of 
preliminary training will be required 
of the national army men at Camp 
Gordon before they are ready to take 
up the study and practice of the de- 
tails of modern warfare in the trenches.

Atlantans who are desirous of vot- 
ing in the city primary to be held on 
October 17, at which ten councilmen, 
three aldermen and a superintendent 
of the city waterworks are to be nom- 
inated, must register today at the office 
of County Registrar Lucien Harris, for 
the books for the primary will be clos- 
ed when he finishes work for the day. 

From present indications, the regis- 
tration will be extremely light. Regis- 
trar Harris stated last week that, in 
his opinion, hardly more than 12,000 
Atlantans will be qualified to vote, 
whereas usually some 16,000 are eli- 
gible. 

The lack of interest is attributed to

Hospitals at Boston, New 
York, Washington and 
Chicago Will Be the First 
Erected — Hospital in At- 
lanta Will Probably Have 
500 Beds. 


Atlanta has been selected as a site 
for one of the nineteen big “reconstruc- 
tion” hopitals which will be built by 
the United States government to care 
for American soldiers who are wound- 
ed to such an extent as to compel their 
retirement from service or to entail 
many months of convalescence, accord- 
ing to announcement from Washington 
last night. 

Ne orders or official tnstructions of 
anv sort have bcen received in Atlan- 
ta yet as to the plans of this great 
hospital, but the general belief among 
army men last night was that Fort 
Mctherson, already _a base hospital, 
Will be used is the} “reconstruction” 
hospital, 

The Fort McPherson hospital now has 
a capacity of about 1,000 beds. The 
gwovernment may decide to use the pres- 
ent buildings and equipment for a “re- 
construction” hospital, or may decide 
to erect additional buildings at the fort 
for this purpose. 

Not Sultable for Purpose. 


It was the opinion of army officers 
last night that, even should any of the 
buildings at Camp Gordon be availa- 
ble for use, the construction of these 
buildings is too temporary in character | 
to be used for the purposes the gov- 
ernment has in minrd. | 

The government would then either 
have to use Fort McPherson or lease 
or construct buildings elsewhere in At- 
lanta. It is regarded as improbable 
that the government would go else- 
where than Fort McPherson, in view 
of the convenience and adaptability of 
this site.

STRIKER IS SHOT 
BY GUARD ON CAR 


Chattanooga Again Scene 


Guard Shot While Stand- 


ing in Store Door.

Chattanooga, Tenn., September 16.— 
A serious riot as the result of the street 
car strike occurred this afternoon at 5 
o’clock near the suburb of Rossville, 
during which Will Eaves, a striking 
motorman, was shot twice and danger- 
ously wounded, and several strike- 
breakers were badly bruised by rocks 
and other missiles. Trouble had been 
brewing all afternoon at the scene of 
the shooting, the car tracks being clut- 
tered up with all kinds of rubbish and 
the car crews heckled by crowds of 
strike sympathizers. When the riot oc- 
curred a crowd of 500 men and boys 
had gathered, and a car arriving from 
the city was greeted with a fusillade 
of missiles, several of the. special 
guards on the car being struck. 

One of the guards, E. A. Eastin, arm- 
ed with an automatic shotgun loaded 
with buckshot, fired two shots, wound- 
ing Eaves, who was standing in a store 
door at the time. The crowd then scat- 
tered and the car was brought to the 
city, where Eastin was placed under ar- 
rest. The wounds of the car crew con- 
sisted of contusions on the body and 


bruises. 

There is no apparent change in the 
strike situation, both sides standing 
firm. Different local unions had Reoate | 
ings today Avith the purpose of discuss- 
ing the strike and lending any assist- | 
ance they may be able to the strikers.

From European Cables of 
the Day.)—A republic has been pro- 
claimed. The provisional government 
under date of September 14 has is- 
sued a proclamation declaring that to 
strengthen the organizatiom of the 
state, a change to a republican form 
of government was necessary. 
’ Danger still threatens Russia, the 
proclamation says, although the rebel- 
lion of’ General Korniloff has failed. 
The plan of a Russian republic has 
been one of the chief aims of the radi- 
cals and the councils of soldiers’ and 
workmen's delegates and was given 
approval by the recent Russian con- 
gress at Moscow. 

A cabinet of five members, including 
Premier Kerensky, has been named to 
take care of all matters of state. The 
Only party men are Premier Kerensky 
and M. Nikitine, minister of posts and 
telegraphs, both of whom are social 
revolutionists. The others, including 
the ministers of war and marine, are 
members of the party.

Hartford, Conn., September 16.— 
Riotous seenes marked a meeting at 
Socialist hall here today of the Hart- 
ford branch of the People’s Council of 
America for Democracy ang Peace, cul- 
minating in the arrest of the speaker, 
Mrs. Annie R. Hale, of New York; the 
chairman, Alfred E. Whitehead, of this 
city, and the abrupt ending of the 
meeting by the police. 

No serious trouble occurred at the 
meeting, but when the authorities 


stepped in, a clash seemed imminent. 
Police action was taken after Mrs. 
Hale had criticised the president and 
the war, condemned conscription and 
declared the United States had no right 
to go abroad to fight Germany because 
of a belief that “fifty years hence” 
Germany might make war on this 
country. 

When Mrs. Hale was ordered to stop. 
there was an excited rush by the au- 
dience for the platform. One man, 
shaking his fist at th@® speaker, de- 
clared she had insulted the president. 

Mrs. Hale and Whitehead were taken

have been chosen in nineteen cities for 
the great “reconstruction” hospitals in 
which the United States will begin the 
work of rehabilitating for private life 
its soldiers who return wounded from 
the front in Europe. The cities, se- 
lected as the largest centers of popu- 
lation,. were announced tonight by 
Major General Gorgas, surgeon general 
of the army, as follows: 

Atlanta, M mphis, New Orleans, 
Richmond, Bostc», New York, Philadel- 
phia, Baltimore, Washington, Buffalo, 
Cincinnati, Chicago, St. Paul, Seattle, 
San Francisco, Los Angeles, Denver, 
Kansas City and St. Louis. 

The hospitals at Boston, New York, 
Washington and Chicago probably wil) 
be the first built. They will have 500 
beds, with provision for doubling their 
capacity, if necessary. : 

“The whole conception of govern- 
mental and national responsibility for 
caring for the wounded,” said General 
Gergas, in making the announcement, 
“has undergone radical change during 
the months of study given the subject 
by experts serving with the Medical, 
Officers’ Reserve corps and others con- 
sulting with them. Instead of the old 
idea that responsibility ended with the 
return of the soldier to private life with 
his wounds healed and such pension as |; 
he might be given, it is now consid- | 
ered that it is the duty of the govern- 
ment to equip and re-educate the 
wounded man, after healing his wounds, 
and return him to civil life ready to 
be as useful to himself and his country 
as possible. ; 

“In addition to the American ortho- 
pedic surgeons now working abroad un- 
der Colonel Jones, of England, others 
will soon go overseas. Experienced 
surgeons, and a large number of young- 
er surgeons, who will work under com- 
petent directors, will go abroad _ for 
this work, all to be under the direction 
of Major Goldthwait, director of mili- 
tary orthopedics for the expeditionary 
forces. These orthopedic surgeons will 
work in England among the British 
forces, and when-needed will be trans- 
ferred to France to work among Ameri- 
can soldiers. 

“Tt is not the intention that men able 
to go back to the firing line shall be 
returned to this country unless their 
convalescence, will extend over a pe- 
riod of a “considerable number of 
months. Soldiers unable to return to 
duty will be sent to the reconstruction 
hospitals in the United States.” 


Further Provision Made. 

“These hospitals will not be the last 
step in the return of the wounded sol- 
diers to civil life. When the soldiers 
are able to take up industrial training, 
further provision will be ready, The in- 
jured man may be retrained to his pre- 
vious occupation to conform with his 
handicapped condition, or retrained for 
a new industry compatible with that 
condition. Additional education will be 
given to those fitted for it, and men |

REPUBLIC 
PROCLAIMED. 


Petrograd, September 16.—Russia hag 
been proclaimed a republic. The pro- 
visional government issued the procia- 
mation Saturday night, dated Septem- 
ber 14, ° 

Text of Proclamation, 

The proclamation follows: 

“General Korniloff's rebellion has 
been repelled. But great is the con- 
fusion caused thereby, and again great 
is the danger threatening the fate of 
the fatherland, and its freedom. 

“Holding it necessary to put an énd 
to the external indefiniteness of the 
State’s organization, remembering the 
unam mous and rapturous approval of 
the republican idea expressed at the 


Moscow state conference, the provi- 
sional government declares that the 


constitutional organization according 
to which the Russian state is ruled, 
is a republican organization and it 
hereby proclaims the Russian republic. 

(Signed), 

‘““Minister and President, Kerensky. 

“Minister of Justice, Yaroudni.” 

(The title “minister and president” 
affixed to Premier Kerensky’s signa- 
ture to the proclamation probably re- 
fers to his position as president of the 
ministry, rather than of the republic.) 

The provisional government today 
announced fhat all the affairs of state 
had been entrusted to five members of 
the cabinet. The following official 
communication was issued: 

“Pending the definite constitution of 


‘a cabinet, and in view of the present 


extraordinary circumstances, all affairs 
of state have been entrusted to M. Ker- 
ensky, premier; M. Terestchenko, min- 
ister of foreien affairs; General Ver- 
khovsky, minister .. war; Admiral 
Verdervski, m.nister of marine, and 
M. Nikitin, minister of posts and tele- 
graphs.” 
Statement by Kerensky. 

Premier Kerensky said: 

“Announce that the Korniloff ad- 
veyture now is completely at an end, 
and there is no prospect whatever of 
his adherents or of other parties at- 
tempting to revive it. Virtually all 
the chief movers in the revolt are tn 
our hands, and the matter may be con- 
sidered settled. 

“Our immediate problems are polit- 
ical, and I hope they will be settled 
satisfactorily and peaceably. We must 
think of reorganization at home and 
the conduct of the war.”

The resolution adds that until this 
conference is summoned the present 
government will remain in power, 
working in close union with the revolu- 
tionary democracy which is invited to 
give energetic support. If necessary, the 
resolution says, the government will 
act in close co-operation with ua com- 
mittee for the safety of the revolution. 

The people are called on to awalt pa- 
tiently the summoning of the conter- 
ence and to abstain from arbitrary of 
illegal acts. At the close of the sitting 
it Was announced the conference woviu 
be held in Petrograd not later than 
September 25.

current issue Comparative figures in 
the compilation show a fairly uniform 
decrease in exports last year below the 
preceding fiscal year, although there 
were eral notable exceptions and 
am actual gain in the aggregate value 
vf all commodities included under the 
designation of wood and its manufac- 
tures in the export classification. 

The total value of all wood and man- 
ufactures exported the last fiscal year 
Was stated at $62,817,451, compared to 
$60,661,774 the previols year, and $103,- 
179,640 two years ago. 
The statement shows that 174,689,000 
feet of timber, hewn and sawn, were 
exported the last fiscal year, compared 
to 201,205,000 the vear before and 441,- 
166,000 for 1913-14, while exports of 
ards from*’cypress, gum, oak, pine, 
poplar had -reduced last year were 
1,044,999,000 feet, compared to 1,177,331,- 
vuUY the previous year, and 2,405,296,000 
in i¥l2-i4. A large part of the move- 
inent, it was stated, was for account of 

le European belligerent governments. 

‘The figures for the gulf ports- show 
that in the items of timber and boards, 
exports for the last fiscal year were 
about one-third tess than in the last 
peace year, and considerably under 
1915-16. A change also was shown in 
the relative standing of the four prin- 
cipal lumber ports, in the matter of 
exports, as compared to the previous 
year. Gulfport advanced from second 
to first place, New Orleans advanced 
third to second place, Pensacola

RAILWAYS ARE WORKING 
TO PREVENT CONGESTION 


Fairfax Harrison Announces 
Formation of a Committee 
on Exportation. 


Washington, September 16.—Fairfax 
Harrison, chairman of the railroads’ 
war board, authorizes the following: 

To prevent congestion at American 
seaports and minimize the danger of 
export traffic being piled up in the 
railroad yards and along the tracks of 
the seaport lines, a committee has just 
been formed to co-ordinate the activi- 
ties of the railroads, the war depart- 
ment, the shipping board, the food ad- 
ministration and the British and other 
foreign government war commissions 
that come here to purchase supplies 
for the allies. This committee, which 
will be known as “the co-ordinating 
committee on exportation,” has been 
created at the instigation of the rail- 
roads’ war board. 

Bearing in mind the danger of con- 
gestion this winter if effort should be 
made to ship everything ordered in this 
country through the north Atlantic 
ports, the members of the war board | 
decided that some immediate action! 
should be tgeken for co-ordinating rail-' 
road with oversea transportation. 

With the view of laying the founda- 
tion for this, representatives of the em- 
barkation section of the general staff, 
U. S: A., the traffic executive of the 
allied governments, the United States 
shipping board, the United States food 
administration, the Red Cross war 
council and the commission on car 
service, met with the war board and 
formed the “co-ordinating committee 
on exportation.” ,

TORPEDO WAS FREAKISH 
AND U. S. LINER ESCAPED 


German Missile Leaped From 
Water and Changed Course 
When Nearing Steamer. 


An Atlantic Port, September 16.—The 
defective mechanism of a German tor- 
pedo, discharged by an invisible sub- 
marine, is said to have prevented dis- 
aster to a large American steamship 
which arrived here today from a British 
port. 

According to several of one hundred 
passengers on board the liner, a seub- 
marine attack was made on the steam- 
ship the second day out, shortly after 
ll a.m, The wake of the torpedo was 
observed by lookouts, and immediately 
the steamer’s captain ordered a sharp 
change in her course. The torpedo, 
when about one hundred yards away 
from the steamer, suddenly leaped from 
the water, the passengers said, and, on 
returning to the water, headed in a new 
direction, which carried it past the 
stern of the vessel by twenty yards. No 
submarine was sighted, but the liner 
fired one shot from a stern gun at an 
object which it was asserted might have 
been a periscope. There were no indi- 
cations that this shot was effective, 
and the liner hurried away.

GERMANS TORTURING 
”RIISCIAN PRICNERS 


Escaped Soldier Tells of Bru- 
tality That Is Almost 
Unbelievable. 


Washington, September 16.— An 
other chapter is added to the story of 
the tortures of German prison camps 
by a Russian soldier who escaped by 
tunneling with a knife under the elec- 
trically charged fence along the Ant- 
werp-Rosendaal line. It has been for- 


warded to the state department from 


Petrograd. ° 

Brutal treatment and poor and insuf- 
ficient food have cost Germany the 
labor of thousands of prisoners, he 
says. One labor battalion on t west- 
ern front consisting of 2,000 men had 
been reduced by starvation, exposure, 
beatings and death to less than 500. 
The daily rations for a prisoner, he 
reported, consisted of a small amount 
of bread and turnip soup, the soup en- 
riched occasionally by a bit of horse 
meat. 

The unfit, the wounded and those 
who have lost members of their body, 
were kept fin invalid camps until they 
died, but never, he says, returned to 
camps in Germany because the offi- 
cers in command feared the psychologi- 
cal effect upon the people of the sight 
of the maimed men, often little more 
than animated skeletons. 

Stern and implacable methods were 
used to compel prisoners to work. In- 
genious tortures, that ended only short 
of death, were inflicted on some, while 
others were shot outright. Punish- 
ments varied from enforced standing 
at attention for a day at a time with- 
out food to beatings with rifle butts 
and to hours of suspension in the air, 
with ropes being tied to wrists while 
he stg hands were held behind the 

odies, the result being to throw the 
weight on the unnaturally twisted 
muscles of arms and shoulders. Such 
methods in his battalion, once 2,000 
strong. had reduced it to 350 at the 
time he escaped.
